At the city hall Wednesday 
night the above case was finally 
disposed of by the charge being 
dismissed.

The 
charge made ayainst Mr. Quirk 
was thaton the 17th of April, this 
year, he committed an act of gross 
indecency against the cor plainant. 
According to the evidence of the 
complainant the alleged offence 
took place in Mr. Quirk’s rooms at 
the Lank on the evening of the 
lith ult. The charge first came 
up for hearing on the i8th of Aprii 
last when the complainant asked 
the magistrate for permission to 
withdraw the charge. At this 
hearing the prosecution was in the 
hands of Mr. A. H. Russell, the 
crown prosecutor, and Mr. Quirk 
was defended by Mr. E. H. Jones, 
barrister, Lacombe. After oon- 
sultation with counsel for the 
prosecution and the defence, the 
the magistrates permitted the 
charge to be withdrawn. Mr. 
Quirk later instructed his solicitor 
(Mr. Jones) to commence proceed- 
ings against Jacobsen for malic- 
ious prosecution and false impris- 
onmeni. Jacobsen was duly not- 
ified of this fact, and in consider- 
ation of his signing an admission 
that the charge Le had made was 
false, and apologising and uuder- 
taking not to repeat the charge. 
Mr. Quirk consented not to pro- 
ceed with his actio.. The admia- 
sion and apology were duly pre- 
pared and Jacobsen, in the pres- 
ence of Mr. Quirk’s solicitor and 
other witnesses, after having tbe 
document read over and explained 
to him, signed it This document 
was signed on the 10th of May. 
On the 12th Jacobsen laid another 
information against Mr. Quirk for 
identically the same offence. The 
case came up for hearing on the 
13th May when Mr, Payne of Red 
Deer appeared for Jacobsen and 
Mr. W. B. Collison, of Calgary 
and Mr. E. H. Jones, of Lacombe, 
represented Mr. Quirk. After a 
lengthy bearing the case was ad- 
journed to enable the magistrate 
to take the opinion of the attorney 
general on a point of law that 
had been raised by counsel 
for the defence. The case 
came up again ov the 28th 
and the same counsel appeared for 
both parties. The magistrate (Mr. 
Switzer) went into the case very 
fully. The court which sat at & 
p-m. did not finish until 1 am. on 
the 24th. After hearing ali the 
evidence for the prosecution the 
magistrate geve his Jecision 
that the prosecution had fuil- 
ed to make out a case and he 
dismissed the charge. On the 
application of counsel for Mr 
Quirk, Mr. Switzer gave a certifi- 
cate of discharge as folluws: 

I hereby certify that an inform- 
ation preferred by the said Albert 
Edward David Jaccbsen of La- 
combe in the said Provioce of 
Alberta against the said Edward 
J. Quirk charging the said E. J 
Quirk of baving courmitted an act 
of yross indecency contrary to Kec. 
tion 206 of the Criminal Code of 
Canada was this day investigated 
by me, a Justice of the Peace in 
and for tbe said Province of Al- 
berta and was dismissed.

In the Spring wheat 
Btates considerably dry windy weath- 
er prevailed for a few days which was 
fast sapping out the moisture, but 
over most of that country good raing 
have been general. In Canada wheat 
seeding’ is completed and the fields 
showing green, but the season is prac- 
tically two weeks later than 1912, 
Rain or snow has fallen during thd 
past week, over most of the three pro- 
vinces, so that there is ample mois- 
ture. The weather has continued 
cool and while the crop may be root- 
ing well, the more or less severe 
frosts at night will not permit miuch 
growth either up or down and warm- 
er weather would be beneficial. Bur- 
opean crops are coming along favor- 
ably, with the exception of France and 
Bulgaria. In Europe the acreage is 
less than last year owing to the un- 
favorable seed time and in South- 
eastern Europe the war hindered, so 
that Bulgaria, Roumania, Servia and 
BHuropean Turkey Las a much less 
acreage. Take the world over, hUw- 
ever, growing crops are coming along 
under favorable conditions. World's 
shipments for last week were very 
heavy being 15,096,000 bushels against 
12,576,000 bushels previous week, and 
11,856,000 bushels last year. Of tYis 
America shipped 7,200,000 bushels, or 
nearly half the total shipments.  Ar- 
gentine 2,480,000 bushels, which shows 
a falling off from that country, while 
Russia, the Danube country, India and 


Australia cons ruted . balance. 
Bradstreet’s Worla’s shows a 
decrease for the week} ,000 bus. 
against a docrease last of 1,901,- 


000 bushels and last year a decrease 
of 4,716,000 bushels. The American 
Visible shows a decreas; from last 
week of 2,712,000 bus. and now 
amounts. to 42,855,000 bushels against 
$4,668,000 bushels same week last 
year. The Canadian Visible «mounts 
to 18,808,885 bushels compared with 
17,288,249 bushels previous week and 
16,117,156 bushels last year. 


Markets for the week have stiffened 
up considerable and in Chicago the 
May option shows a gain of 1%c., 
Winnipeg May 1%c. and Minneapolis 
le. This advance thas not been 
brought about by actual demand for 
cash wheat or export business. Hur- 
opean markets have been fairly firm 
but their bids are about 2c. out of 


line so that exporters are doing no 


thing except a little on off grade 
wheat. At present the Chicago and 
Winnipeg May options are congested 
and until this is out of the way mark- 
ets will be nervous. If it were not 
for this shortage in May, markets 
would be governed almost entirely by 


‘weather conditions and would likely 


drag lower. In the July ortion the 
advance is not so much, the egreatest 
gain being in Winnipeg July which 
has advanced %c, during the week, 
while Chicago July only advanced “’c. 
Of course, Winnipeg July is entirely 
an old crop month, while Chicago, 
with an early harvest, may get new 
crop deliveries. American options 
closed Chicago May 905%¢; July 88%¢; 
Sept. 88%c. Minneapolis May 88%c; 
July 89%c; Sept. 90c. 

Trading on the Winnipeg option 
market has been light. The only 
importance of note being a shortage 
in the May which has advanced that 
month narrowing the spread between 
May and July until to-day May clos- 
ing price was %c. higher than July 
Export business during the week has 
been nil, export bids being lc. to 2c. 
out of line. In cash wheat the No. 1 
and No. 2 are trading on the option 
the No. 1 at May price and the No. 2 
8c. under the May. On No. 8 and 
the lower grades the demand has not 
been so good and spreads have widen- 
ed out. Bonded Canadian wheat jn 
Duluth {is in poor demand some grades 
being unsaleable. This is owing to 
no further shipments being made to 
Duluth and shippers not being able to 
get together any quantity.

What is Conserv- 
ation? 


The word “‘conservation”
